Paris, Oct. 2 — ( A P ) — R u s s i a 
changed signals- unexpectedly 
today and demanded the Unit- 
ed Nations ban

bomb and set up atomic energy 
controls at the same time. 


The Soviet Union still insist- 
ed however upon veto over the 
:ontrol machinery. - 


Western power delegates saw 
no compromise in the surprise 
move nor any 
break 
in 
the 
deadlock over atomic energy 
control. They said they were 
going 
straight 
ahead 
with 
plans to demand a vote of con- 
fidence in their stand from the 
U.N. general assembly. 


Warren R. Austin, U. S. delegate, 
told newsmen the Soviet proposal 
was a typical "oriental maneuver." 
He said the American delegation saw 
no assurance Russia is ready to ac- 
cept the central plan of the U. N. 
Atomic Energy Commission, "the 
only effective system which would 
insure the harnessing of atomic 
energy in the service of mankind." 
Vishinsky Gives Resolution 


Andrei Vishinsky, Soviet deputy 
foreign minister, put the Soviet res- 
olution before the 58-nfition political 
committee of the assembly at the 
end of his second blast in two days 
at the western powers. 


Once more Vishinsky hit at Presi- 
dent Truman, Gov. Thomas E. Dew 
ey, and D^vid E. Liliecthal, chair- 
man of the U. S. Atomic Energy 
Commission. 


This came when he charged form- 
er Premier Paul Ramaaier of France 
with attempting to justify a course 
"expounded by his American inspir- 
ers, such as Messrs. Dewey, Truman, 
Lilienthal and others." 


Vishinskv's resolution called upon 
the assembly to recommend to the 
Security Council and to the Atomic 
Energy Commission that they con- 
tinue their work toward finding an 
atomic solution.' 
Would Control Atomic Energy 


It called for the council and the 
commission to draw up one treaty 
banning atomic weapons and an- 
other on the establishment of effec- 
tive international control over atom- 
ic energy. 


These 
treaties, 
the 
resolution 
specified, should be drawn up with 
a view that both are to be signed 
and put into force simultaneously. 


The abruptness of the Soviet shift 
was dramatized by the fact that 
only yesterday Vishinsky voiced flat 
opposition to international control 
of production of atomic raw mater- 
ials as proposed by the United States 
and supported by all save the Soviet 
bloc. 


The Soviet resolution, however, 
would put the assembly on record as 
saying that the work of the Security 
Council and the Atomic Energy Con- 
trol Commission so far had not 
yielded positive results. 


This is directly counter to the 
proposal by Gen. A. G. L. McNaugh- 
ton of Canada for the assembly to 
approve majority reports of 
t h e 
commission.

"I've heard of front porch cam- 
paigns, and I've heard of parlor car 
campaigns, but this is the first time 
I ever heard of a campaign con- 
ducted by Western Union," Steven' 
son said. 


He said Barrett, who is seeking re' 
election, has been letting Governor 
Green and other party leaders "try 
to explain charges of official cor- 
ruption all over the state while he 
lays low and waits for the white- 
wash to dry in Springfield and 
Peoria."

Nuclear Physicist 
Expresses Doubt 
Russ Has A-Bomb 


Champaign, 111., Oct. 2 — (JP) — A 
University of Illinois specialist in 
nuclear physics said today he doubts 
that the Russians have an atorric 
bomb. 


Dr. Louis N. Ridenour, nuclear- 
physicist and dean of the univer- 
sity's graduate school, said "they 
undoubtedly have a nuclear reactor 
that is working. 
I doubt if they 
have developed the facilities for pro- 
ducing materials on a large enough 
scale for atomic bomb output." 


Dr. Ridenour addressed the sec- 
ond annual public affairs forum of 
the Illinois Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


Dr. Ridenour told the group: "We 
have something a spy can't give 
away American engineering and in- 
dustrial skill. 


"We are going-to have to live with 
our atomic problem it is too late to 
put the genie back in the bottle. 


"Because of the lack of Russian 
cooperation, it seems unlikely that 
world control of atomic energy on 
our terms can be secured." 


If he was fatigued from a driving

NINE MEN DROWN 
IN HUDSON RIVER 


New York, Oct. 2—(A3)—Nine men 
drowned early today when • a tug- 
boat sank in the Hudson river after 
colliding with a 12,000-ton freighter. 
Six tugboat crewmen were rescued. 


The freighter, Eliza J. Nicholson, 
was headed north to Albany, N.Y, 
with a cargo, of molasses. The tug, 
Ann-Marie Tracy, towing two empty 
barges, was going south. All the lost 
men were crew members of the 
Tracy, which went down immedi- 
ately. 
The Nicholson, later pro- 
nounced seaworthy, proceeded 
to 
Albany.

Air Strategists Say U. S. 
Could Win War Quickly 


Washington, Oct 2—(JP)—A couple 


of air strategists, speaking for them- 
selves, believe the United States can 
win another, war in from one to 
three months 
They 
envision 
a 
"super blitz" 
of 
atomic 
bombs 
dropped by only a small force of 
planes ' 


They claim that "sustained bomb- 
ing"—the costly program by which 
thousands of bombers prolong at- 
tack on an enemy's homeland fgr 
months or years—ended with Wprld 
War II and the advent of the A- 
bomb. 


These views are set forth in sep- 
arate articles in the new edition of 
the "Air University Quarterly Re- 
view" by Col. Frederick L. Moore and 
Col. Dale O. Smith, 
both of the 
United States Air Force. The ub 
lication is put out by the USAF's 
air university at Maxwell Base, Ala. 
It takes pains to point 
out 
that 
articles carried by it "do not neces- 
sarily coincide with, nor are they 
officially those" of the air force. 


This seems to be applicable to the 
two articles. Indeed, 
Smith 
had 
some critical words with air force 
, policy. He comments that 
"these 


misconceptions 
(about 
sustained 
bombing) are based upon and fos- 
tered by the air force belief that 
bombing must be conducted month 
after month, year after year, for an 
indefinite period, until an enemy 
is pounded into submisfaon." 
At 
another point he pleads "let us not 
be bound down by orthodoxy." 


Moore sees things this way: 
"With the use of atomic weapons, 
the mass bombing raids of World 
War II must be a thing of the past. 
Whatever the size of future bomber 
formations carrying atomic bombs, 
they will never .equal the size or 
frequency of strategic bombardment 
raids as we have known them. 


"Future formations carrying at- 
omic bombs might well contain about 
16 aircraft. 
We can expect such y^r-old "daughter," Reppert said 
aircraft to be extremely fast.

Iowa law provides a sentence of 
up to three years on the charge of 
riot conspiracy. 


Warren was the f i m to be tried 
of 11 persons indicted on riot con- 
spiracy charges in connection with 
violence last May 19 in which a 
striker was killed. The Iowa national 
guard was called out a*, that time. 


The defendants still to be tried 
include local, district and inter- 
national officers of the CIO Pack- 
inghouse Workers union. Attorneys 
said earlier the Warren trial would 
set the pattern for the remaining 
cases. 


Warren, a war veteran who flew 50 
missions over Europe as an aerial 
gunner, was charged with violating 
court injunctions and preventing 
non-striking workers from return- 
ing to their jobs by force or intimi- 
dation.

Now "Slip'; represents 
an efficient target at which Illini 
quarterbacks can fire with confid- 
ence. 


"Slip's" change is chiefly a return 
to form. He was a standout pass 
catcher at East St. Louis high school, 
where he scored five touchdowns his 
senior season, and at Ft. Benning, 
Ga., where he played in Army serv- 
ice.

This is KerSulis' third varsity sea- 
son at Illinois. After two outstand- 
ing prep seasons at East St. Louis, 
he enrolled with the Illini in fall of 
1944 and played one season of foot- 
ball and basketball before entering 
service in May, 1945.

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Coroner Juries Return 
'Accidental' Verdicts 
Jn Air Crash Deaths 


Inquests into the deaths of Ronald Russell Hoffman of 
this city and Paul Keenan of Alexander, who were killed in an 
airplane accident late Thursday night, were held Saturday af- 
ternoon by Coroner C. S. Young. Both juries found that death 
was accidental. 


The inquiry into the death of Ronald Hoffman was held 
at the Morgan county court house while that of Keenan was 
held at the Williamson Funeral Home. 
Fred W. Wharton, manager of the 


Jacksonville Airport was the first 
witness to testify at the Hoffman 
inquest. 


Wharton testified that both Hoff- 
man and Keenan were licensed pil- 
ots. 
He said that Hoffman learned 
to fly at Danville, 111., and had been 
employed as mechanic at the local 
airport since August, 1947. He stated 
that Hoffman was a regular pilot 
and flew often. He had never dam- 
aged a plane while at the local air- 
port, Mr. Wharton said. 
Plane In A-l Shape 
• Mr. Wharton said that the plane 
in which the two men crashed to 
their 
d e a t h s 
was t r a d e d 
for 
the day before the accident. 
The 
airport manager said the engine was 
new and had only 359 hours. 
The 
plane itself had 1,000 hours which 
meant that it was practically new. 


Mr. Wharton said he was out of 
the city when the accident occurred. 
He was notified of the tragedy at 
Blytheville, Ark., and 
immediately 
returned to this city. 


He said that the flyers had no 
authority to fly the plane, and it had 
been the rule that no flying would 
be done at the local airport at night.
